torical 
pageant and unveiling of a 
bronze plaque here Saturday 
after­ 
noon as flit Pidcock family held their 
31st annual reunion in commemora­ 
tion of the building of a part of the 
old stone mansion at Bowman’s Hill, 
one of Pennsylvania’s most famous 
historical spots, by 
John 
Pidcock, 
* ai iy settler, in 1702. 


The plaque was unveiled early in 
the afternoon, dedicating the oldest 
portion of the house to tit*' Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 
George 
M. 
Pidcock, of Bloomsbury. N. J., presi­ 
dent of the Pidcock Association, made 
the presentation address with the ac­ 
ceptance speech being given by Thom­ 
as Scott, Bristol, president 
of 
the 
Washington Crossing Park Commis­ 
sion, tor the state of 
Pennsylvania, 
The unveiling was made by little John 
Pidcock, 
ol 
Allentown, 
a 
direct 
descendant of the original builder of 
th*1 stone house. 
Tile inscription on the plaque read: 
‘ The central portion of this house was 
built by John Pidcock in 1702, and 
has 
been 
preserved 
as 
a 
type of 
earliest Pennsylvania architecture and 
masonry. Placed in 1934 by the Pid­ 
cock family,” 
The historical pageant, presented in 
five scenes, anti directed 
by 
Miss 
Gladys Pidcock, of White House, N.J., 
delighted the audience. 
'I lie program of the pageant was as 
fellows: 
Prologue: “Spirit 
of 
Pro­ 
phecy,” presented by Miss Janet Pid­ 
cock. of Brownsburg. 
Indian 
music by Bruce Weidman 
and William Alger. 
Scene I. 
“The Arrival of John Pid­ 
cock.” This scene depicted the early 
arrival of John Pidcock, the pioneer, 
who came upon the site at Bowman’s 
Hill with only a pack and gun. ll*1 de­ 
cided to settle there. 
John Bidcock 
was played by Lewis Pidcock, of Pine­ 
ville, 
Violin solo, “ Melody in F ” by liu- 
benstein, presented by Bruce Morgan, 
Jr., ut Bloomsbury, N. J. 
Musical 
selections, 
“Indian 
I.awe 
Call,” and ‘‘By the Waters of the Min­ 
netonka,” sung by Mildred and Mar­ 
garet McKeown, Irma Newhart, and 
Jean Smith. 
Scene II. — “John 
Pidcock Estab­

Indian pow-wow, with Bidcock and the 
Indians smoking the peace pipe. 
Indian music by James Stillman, of 
New Hope, who played the tom-toms, 
and William Cope, of Langhorne, who 
did several Indian war dances. 
Scene IIL 
“The Friendly Meeting 
of John Pidcock 
and Thomas Bow­ 
man.” Bowman, who sold to the white 
settlers, rind Bidcock and they became 
staunch friends, with Bowman making 
request of Bidcock that upon death lie 
be buried at the top of a nearby hill. 
The hill today has been named Bow­ 
man 
Hill, in honor of the man who 
made such a request iii the early days, 
Bowman was played by Cooper Pid­ 
cock, of Brownsburg. 
Scene IV. -“An interval of eighty- 
eight years elapsed between the pre­ 
ceding scene and the one that fol­ 
lows.” Tin; effect here is made through 
th* “voice in the wilderness” telling 
of passing events. 
Scene V. — “ laird Stirling’s 
Head­ 
quarters at the 
Thompson 
House.” 
Th*1 scene depicts the conference of 
Lord Stirling, Captain James Moore, 
whose grave i.-, nearby the sit* of the 
pageant, and Captain James Monroe, 
who 
l a t e r became President of 
the 
Cubed 
States, 
Conimander-iu-Chief 


G e o r g e Washington rides iti on horse­ 
back, and all men discuss plans for an 
attack upon t h e Hessians at Trenton. 
They all leave for the Keith House, a 
few miles below, whi-Ii later became 
Washington’s Headquarters during his 
stay at Washington Crossing, 
In accepting th* 
plaque President 
S< ott sa id: 
“ It is most fitting that we should 
honor th*1 memory of those early set­ 
tler. of this country of ours, of whom 
John Pidcock was an outstanding rep­ 
resentative. Those men of abounding 
courage, of great powers of endurance, 
wen fitted to meet and overcome the 
most .severe privations that an unset­ 
tled and undeveloped land could pre­ 
sent. They it was who hewed the path­ 
ways through the virgin forests for 
future generations to follow. 
“ We can picture Hie transition from 
the domicile of skins to the log cabin, 
then to the more pretentious home in 
whieli to house their families in a 
greater degree of comfort and of se­ 
curity. 
It is not possible that John 
Pidcock, when he cleared the ground 
and built this home, could have fore­ 
seen the part it was to play in 
the 
making of these Pnited States. That 
historic occasion which was responsi­ 
ble for the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania’s acquisition of these lands 
and the restoration of these buildings 
that they might be preserved, unsul­ 
lied 
and 
unchanged as a 
national 
shrine. 
“Here it was that the officers of our 


I Colonial troops 
had 
their 
quarters 
27 preparatory to the Battle of Trenton, 
! culminating on Christmas night oi 
1177*1, and leading to 
a 
victory, 
s* 
marked, so complete, as to lie acclaim 
!ed throughout all time as the turning 
point in the war for Independence bj 
the colonies. 
“We can visualize those officers, ot, 
the day before that memorable Christ 
mas eve, gathered in this house about 
a white pine table, eagerly scanning 
maps of the country, earnestly dis­ 
cussing the troop formations in p o p ­ 
ulation for the perilous crossing of th* 
Delaware amidst the floating ice. We J 
can but proclaim how nobly they did { 
their part. 
Tile success which they 
aclu* veil has borne its fruit in this 
great nation of ours. 
“ But, lest we forget, here by the 
river side, under the sod and marked 
by common field stones, rests the dust 
of those of that hand of poorly fed, 
underclothed, valiant souls, who gave 
their all, who sacrificed even life it­ 
self. that their country might he treed 
from tin dominance of an autocratic 
government, in 
which they 
had 
no 
voice, no representative of their own 
choosing, and to whom they were but 
an object for bureaucratic exploita­ 
tion. 
“ What 
a 
heritage 
they 
left 
for 
countless generations to enjoy. 
And 
we of this generation; are we being 
true to the trust that was reposed iii 
us? Shall it he said of us that we, as 
weaklings, stand supinely and with 
idle hands, while all that an American 
prizes most highly is destroyed. Is it 
possible that an organized group of 
individuals can so subordinate a gov­ 
ernment that through insidious propa­ 
ganda and through plans almost be­ 
yond conception in duplicity, intro- 
due*1 a bureaucratic control tar great­ 
er than any which our forebears en­ 
dured? 
Can communism, 
sovietism, 
socialism gain the ascendancy 
in a 
land of free peoples? Shall the des­ 
potic rule of any political party or 
sect destroy our nation? Let us pause 
and give thought. 
Today we assemble here 
to 
do 
honor to the memory of John Bidcock, 
and it occasions an expression of deep 
appreciation on the part of the mem­ 
bers of Hie Washington Crossing Park 
Commission in that they should have 
the distinguished honor of receiving 
from th*1 descendants of a man, so 
representative of the true type of the 
early American pioneer, this tablet, 
so simple in its wording, so clear as 
to its meaning as to convey, to all who 
read, the thought that this was th*1 
uc com pl is Ilmen t of a man, who was iii 
no sense a forgotten man,”

Misconduct sent 
him back to Cherry Hill May IG, 1933, 
but he got back to the farm, April 17, 
1934.
